A  taacber  is  a  profeasional, 
not  a  Ouakey.  In  scliMds  wtaere  there  are  good  rela* 
between  aikniaistratloB  and  taacbers,  the 
peiadpal  bas  a  aka  way  at  ‘Vonsaitinc  witbf'  rather 
tbaa  “dominating**  the  frotbsafaeaUs  who  teach  in  bb 
school. 

The  Big  Business  ideal  of  lamrelliitlnn  has  baan  res¬ 
ponsible  to  nauQT  problBBia,  Hd  tMs  las  been  rec¬ 
ognized  bgr  some  groups  oi  parents.  la  Northera 
Illinois  sooM  tanners  took  orar  a  Ova  room  school, 
and  hired  tbe  admiaistrator  of  aa  area  Ugh  school  to  coaw 
to  their  district  as  one  of  the  teachers,  with  aa  adeanee 
fai  safatry.  They  hired  other  teachers  with  comparable 
taackgrouai  of  cootpatency.  All  the  efaildiea  walk  to 
school  and  the  edneatka  they  get  is  wdUandlHg.  The  lew 
bmilies  in  tbe  dUtrict  are  williag  to  sivpoct  the  school 
OnancUUy  to  the  tremendous  increase  in  ipuWy  of  ede- 
cation  tbelr  ctaildreo  receive,  and  to  the  ibaeace  of 
discipline  problems.  If  Johnny  goofs  off  la  clasa.  Teach 
calls  up  home  and  says,  **1  donPt  iaww  whBt*s  eating 
Johnny  but  hrom  today*s  perfnrmence  we  think  he  could 
use  a  spanking  whm  he  gets  honw.**  Johnny  does  not 
goof  off  the  next  day. 

In  tbe  southwest  area,  when  Palos  Heiglts  was  half 
com  Held  and  half  a  sprtnhling  of  bouses,  soam  fuaats 
bouglt  property  with  tbe  laideretanding  thet  there  awdd 
be  oaly  neWdxirliood  schools.  They  wasted  their  chilihrsB 
(yet  unborn)  to  walk  to  school,  aad  they  wausd  saudl 
schools  and  comparatively  few  pigils.  They  wanted  to 
be  in  close  costart  with  the  schools,  peraoaaUly.
